For the first )4me ln its life Sierra Madre has no 
water problem. 

Twenty years ago directors of the old mutual water 
company would ^discuss with long faces how to make the 
scant supply meet the necessities of an irrigation season. 

A local genius wrote an operetta, which was staged by 
home talent, (flevery making sport of what was in facr a 
desperate situation. Old-timers will recall with a smile that 
performance (>t the "Zanjero,” given in the old “Hall" over 
what was ttyen Robinsons’ store at the oorner of Central 
and Baldwin! 

After thjp city took over the water service and the first 
well was difcr we never were safe. At times water in the 
resrvoirs wap so low that we could not have fought a fire 
for 15 minutks. The peril was great. 

Within aVyear or two after the first pump was installed 
we realized mat the ground water level was lowering, and 
it kept right going down. The pumps had to be lowered; 
the expense increased. 

There could\be no answer to this except a new supply. 
Hope turned to the Colorado—a real but distant hope. 

At last the city has the answer -its problem is solved. 

Cerainly those that found the solution are entitled to 
enduring gratitude. Why not publish a statement showing 
Just what was done and who did it? A community cannot 
afford to let such a piece of work be done for it without 
making public acknowledgement.

Now pick out about three of 
the most vigorous canes of the 
new growth that will form the best 
shaped plant, leaving the center 
open, if possible.
